More than a score of years have passed since our women began 
to work in # systematic way in the Lord’s vineyard in Mississippi. 
Before that time they gave spasmodically to the different objects 
ot work fostered by our churches, but now with system and suc- 
cess. They have the sympathy and help in a larger degree of 
the brethren than they had before, and the fruit of their labor is 
more clearly seen, and this js due to the fact. that a woman in the 
true sense of the word, loves to have something to do, and what 
she does, she does well. 

The Home Board urges that they press the work of the Church 
Building and Loan Fund, and could we have a more important 
work? No work in-which they share is more helpful to the 
brethren than in the building of churches.
